SHOUTS ‘THIS IS 
HELL OF WORLD’ 


One of Four Women Invit- 
ed to Entertain Out-of- 
Town Salesmen — Body 
Not Recovered.

CHICAGO, Sept. 6.—In the midst 
of revelry aboard the 45-foot cruiser 
“Pal-o’-Mine” off Belmont Yacht 
Harbor early today, Miss Clara 
Moore, 24 years old, of Cleveland, 
suddenly divested herself of her 
clothing and leaped into the lake, 
shouting to her companions that 
she was tired of life. Her body was 
not recovered. 

Miss Moore and three other 


young women had joined five men 
for an evening cruise to the 
World’s Fair and were returning to 
the North Shore Harbor, when two 
miles from shore Miss Moore 
jumped from the after deck. 

“Tt’s a hell of a world,” she had 
shouted before leaping, members 
of the party reported to Coast 
Guards when the yacht reached 
harbor. 

The party was given by Paul L. 
Redel, president of the Angelus- 
Campfire Co., confectionery manu- 
facturers. The Coast Guards said a 
guest told Capt. John Anderson 
there had been “no particular 
hilarity,” and he knew no reason 
for Miss Moore's suicide, but in- 
sisted that it was a suicide. 

Redel stated that there had been 
no drinking aboard the Pal-o’-Mine. 

Two of Redel’s guests were A. E. 
Gundelach, firm member of the 
Auditone Co., and John Drake, 
president of Kirkgasser & Co. Re- 
del said Drake or Gundelach had 
invited the young women for the 
cruise. They described Miss Moore 
as an attractive, red haired girl. 
Redel said she had told him her 
brother was serving a term in Col- 
orado State Penitentiary for auto- 
mobile theft. 

Gundelach told this story to the 
Captain of the Coast Guard: 

“One of the gentlemen on board 

was entertaining some out of town 
salesmen. They wanted some girls 
in the party, so one of the fellows 
called a phone number and got four 
girls. We went out on the lake to 
see the skyline and enjoy the 
breeze. About 12:30 a. m. this Moore 
girl suddenly began dancing around 
the deck and acting like mad. She 
pulled off one piece of clothing aft- 
er another and then she ran scream- 
ing to the side and dived into the 
lake. 
“We whirled tne boat around so 
as to get the moonlight stretch of 
water between us and the place 
where she went over. But we never 
Saw her again. It was all very 
strange.”

HAVANA, Sept. 6.—Cuba’s day- 


old Revolutionary Government, con- 
fronted with the possibility that the 
rank und file of the army to which 
it owes its existence might get out 
of hand, attacked the problem of 
setting up the new State today by 
promising full representation for 
every revolutionary faction. 


Although the army privates and 
non-commissioned officers who ef- 
fected the ousting of the De Ces- 
pedes Government yesterday min- 
gied during the night with civil- 
jans celebrating the governmentai 
upset, they did not get out of con- 
trol. ' 

Although Havana was compara- 
tively peaceful, revolutionary dem- 
onstrators in Cienfuegos sacked 
hardware stores, stealing firearms. 
Trade was at a standstill. Army 
and navy detachments protected 
foreigners. As former Mayor Ara- 
gones of Cienfuegos was boarding 
the gunboat Baire with his family 
he was arrested. 

Before leaders of the new Junta 
Government went into conference 
to discuss matters of policy, Sergio 
Carbo, one of the commission of 
five now heading the administra- 
tion, gave assurances that every 
faction would receive representa- 
tion. Carbo asserted that the most 
important thing to. accomplish 
right now was to insure public or- 
der. He said he was satisfied with 
existing conditions. 

Delegation Visits Welles. 

American residents of the Isle of 
Pines sent a delegation to United 
States Ambassador Sumner Welles. 
The purpose of this action was not 
officially disclosed but it was re- 
ported that the delegation asked 
that a destroyer be sent to the 
island, as they feared an uprising 
among the 3000 inmates of the pris- 
on there. The prisoners have been 
restive for some time. 

The coup d’etat by army privates 
and non-commissioned officers re- 
sulted in the ousting of about 900 
commissioned officers, and they 
constituted another problem for the 
Government. Nobody expected these 
officers to take the political over- 
turn lying down. 

Among the factions to be recog- 
nized in the new regime, Carbo 
said, are the women’s revolution- 
ary organizations. 

It was announced that the Cab- 
inet positions had been apportioned 
thus: Guillermo Portela, Secretary 
of State and of Justice; Carbo, In- 
terior, War and Communications; 
Porfirio Franca, Finance; Jose Iri- 
zarri, Public Works and Agricul- 
ture; Ramon Grau San Martin 
Public Instruction and Sanitation. 

Text of Proclamation. 

The Revolutionary Junta issued 
a proclamation explaining its aims 
to the people. The text: 

“First: That it has organized it- 
self in order to impel integrally the 
revolutionary vindications for 
which the great majority of the 
Cuban people is fighting, and will 
continue to fight, within ample 
lines of modern democracy, and 
upon pure principles of national 
sovereignty. 

“Second: These vindications suc- 
cintly stated are as follows: 

'“1—Economic reconstruction of 
the nation and political organiza- 
tion as determined by a forthcom- 
ing constituent Assembly. 

“2—Immediate trial for the de- 
linquents of thé previous situation, 
not only the civilians, but also those 
of the army, without which it is 
impossible to re-establish true or- 
der and authentic justice, safe- 
guarding life and the property of 
nationals and foreigners. 

“3—Strict respect for the debts 
and agreements contracted by the 
Republic. 

"4—Immediate formation of tri- 
bunals adequate to safeguard the 
aforementioned responsibilities. 

“S—Reorganization as soon as 
possible of all the services and ac- 
tivities of the nation, looking to- 
ward a rapidreturnto normality.

tional government which will rule 
our destinies until the first general 
elections. This provisional govern- 
ment will dictate decrees and dis- 
positions which will have the force 
of law. 

“Before the people of Cuba, and 
with the undoubted good will of 
the people of Cuba, whom we sa- 
lute in the name of liberty and 
justice, this new government will 
go forward, guaranteeing fully the 
stability of the Republic, trusting 
that Cuba may be respected as a 
new sovereign national, which goes 
forward vigorously toward a great 
international life.

Food and water supplies hur- 
riedly assembled at San Antonio, 
Corpus Christi and other points al- 
layed fear of additional suffering.

DETROIT, Sept. 6.—A wage re 
vision is in progress today at the 
Ford Motor Co. plant, interpreted 
generally as part of a plan by 
Henry Ford to “go the NRA one 
better.” 

Directors of the Dearborn NRA 
unit decided that Ford, despite his 
attitude toward the Blue Eagle, 
should remain as honorary chair- 
man. 

No formal announcement of the’ 
wage revision, said by one execu- 
tive to be a “gradual process,” has 
been made and one is not expected 
at least until Ford returns late this 
week from his Huron Mountain re- 
treat near Big Bay, Mich. It was 
understood, however, that some 10,- 
000 of the estimated 40,000 workers 
have received increases from $4 to 
$4.80 a day. 

It was explained that the basic 
minimum wage still is $4 for an 
eight-hour day, but, as one man 
put it, that is “not really a mini- 
mum, but the lowest wage we 
would consider paying to the most 
inexperienced and unskilled labor.” 
How many men still draw the $4 
rate could not even be conjectured. 

The auto code specifies a 43-cents- 
an-hour minimum wage for the De- 
troit area. It also specifies a 35- 
hour-week, while Ford employes 
who are on full time work five 
eight-hour days a week.

MOSCOW, Sept. 6.—Eight execu- 
tives of the aircraft industry were 
killed in a plane crash at Podolsk 
yesterday.

in the Soviet Union. 
Black-bordered announcements 
signed by the Communist party's 
Central Committee appeared in all 
morning newspapers, proclaiming 
individually the deaths of the vic- 
tims, whose bodies lay in state at 
the House of the Soviet, in down- 
town Moscow.

PROPOSED CONSTRUCTION CODE 


Higher Wages for Skilled and Un- 
skilled Labor Demanded 
by Witness. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6—A de- 
mand for higher wages for skilled 
and unskilled labor was presented 
today by M. J. McDonough, repre- 
senting the building trades depart- 


ment of the American Federation 
of Labor, at the NRA hearing on 
a master code of competition for 
the construction industry. 
Terming minimum wages for un- 
skilled workers as proposed in the 
code “totally inadequate,” McDon- 
ough proposed that a scale of 50 
cents an hour in the North, 45 cents 
in the central states and 40 cents 
in the South be provided. 

The code as presented by the con- 
struction league of the United 
States, and which would apply to 
22 separate branches of the indus- 
try, would fix the minimum wage 
at 40 cents an hour for the entire 
country. 

The American Federation of La- 
bor representatives also demanded 
that provisions be made in the code 
for minimum wages for skilled 
workers who are not now included 
in the wage bracket.

LAMSON ON STAND 
DESCRIBES FINDING 
OF BODY OF Wirt 


In Tears, He Testifies He 
Was on Way to Door 
When He Saw Her in 
Her Bath. 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN JOSE, Cal., Sept. 6.—David 
|A, Lamson took the witness stand 
today in his trial on the charge of 
murdering his young wife, Allene. 
Starting his story with the night 
before the tragedy, Lamson said his 
wife had a touch of indigestion and 
he slept in the nursery. 
“I undressed in the bathroom,” 
he said, describing his clothes 
which he said he hung in the bath- 
room, scene of the death of Mrs. 
Lamson a few hours later. 
“Between 3 and 4 o'clock,” Lam- 
son said, “Allene called me. She 
complained of pains. I rubbed her 
back for a few minutes, and I think 
I got her a glass of lemon juice. 
Later I got her some hot soup and 
a.cheese sandwich. She ate some 
and went to sleep.” 

Says He Helped Wife Into Tub. 
‘The defendant said he slept then 
until about 6 a. m., prepared his 
breakfast of cereal, jam and coffee 
in the kitchen and went out in the 
yard to work. He _ said he had 
dressed in the living room to avoid 
disturbing Mrs. Lamson. 

“First I cleaned the weeds about 
the garden,” he testified. “About 
8 o'clock I lit a bonfire.” (From the 
ashes of this fire, an iron pipe, 
which the State contends was used 
to kill Mrs. Lamson, was taken.) 

“About 9 o’clock,” he said, “I pre- 
pared breakfast for Allene and 
drew her bath. I awakened Allene, 
kissed her and told her her bath 
was ready. 

“She went into the bath and I 
steadied her as she stepped into 
the tub. I told her her breakfast 
was ready and I did not want sto 
leave the fire for very long. 

“I saw Miss Vincent (Helen Vin- 
cent, a neighbor) come out of her 
garage. Then Mrs. L. M. Place, 
real estate broker, who said she 
had a client for our place, arrived. 
I asked her to go to the front 
door.” 

Tells of ,Finding Body. 

Lamson said his dress, while 
in the yard, included a shirt and 
undershirt. He said he changed 
into more presentable clothes. 

“I picked up my pajamas in the 
living room and went down the 
hall,- looking into the bath room.” 
“The first thing I recall see- 
ing,’ he said, beginning to sob, 
“was blood. Then I saw Allene in 
the bath tub.” 

“I pulled her up the best I could,” 
he went on, “and then went to the 
door and let in Mrs. Place. I don’t 
remember what I said. 
“Then I remember seeing Mrs. 
Brown (Mrs. Buford Brown, a 
neighbor). I don’t think I fainted, 
but I couljdn’t stand. I went out 
in the patio and remember seeing 
my sister (Dr. Margaret Lamson). 
Then something broke inside me 
and I cried, and my sister cried.” 
“Did you ever say, ‘why did I ever 
marry her?’” asked E. M. Rea, de- 
fense attorney. 
“No, sir,” said Lamson, firmly. 
Tells of Questioning. 
Between questions wamson told 
of his being quizzed by Howard 
Buffington, Deputy Sheriff. 
“One of the first things he asked,” 
said Lamson, “was what I had to 
drink the night before. I think I 
told him orange juice.” 
He quoted the officer as having 
said he “knew who killed Mrs. Lam- 
son and how it was done, but 
could not understand why.” 
Lamson then repeated his orig- 
inal story of denying to Buffington 
that he killed his wife. 
The defense turned Lamson over 
to the prosecution for cross-exam- 
ination.

IN RUNNING AWAY 
FROM POLICEMAN 


Officer Says Pistol Was 


Wife of Arthur Schneider 
Complained of Threats. 


Arthur Schneider, 29-year-old

The policeman 
had hidden there following the com- 
plaint of Miss Margaret Reeves, 
formerly Schneider’s wife, that 
Schneider called at her home Mon- 
day and beat her and threatened 
her with a knife; that he returned 
yesterday afternoon, threatened her 
again, and left after demanding 
that she have $10 for him by 10 p. 
m 


Policeman Streuter was standing 
in the doorway at 1509 Franklin at 
10 p. m., when Miss Reeves shout- 
ed across the street: “He’s here 
now.” Schneider, then approach- 
ing her door, fled north in Fif- 
teenth street to the alley between 
Wash street and Franklin avenue, 
east down the alley and north in 
a cross alley. 

Streuter was about 25 feet be- 
hind him in the cross alley when 
the officer, according to. his re- 
port, stumbled and fell to one 
knee, discharging the revolver. He 
was treated at City Hospital for 
contusions of the knee. 

Other policemen who went to 
Schneider’s home, 1608 Cass avenue, 
to arrest him, did not find him 
there.

SEIZED AT RACES, 
HELD IN $500,000 
STOLEN BOND DEAL 


: John B. Morrow, Woodriv- 


er Bookmaker, Caught at 
Fairmount and Returned 
to Texas by Air. 


——- 


John B. Morrow, Woodriver 
bookmaker, went to the Fairmount 
Jockey Club yesterday hoping for 
an enjoyable and a profitable af- 
ternoon, but before the horses in 
the third race had gone to the post, 
he was on his way out of the 
grounds, escorted by 14 policemen. 
The formalities at the track had 
taken only a few minutes. After 
the policemen had surrounded him 
one of them told Morrow he was 
under arrest on Texas warrants 
charging him with disposal of 
$500,000 in Liberty Bonds stolen 
mysteriously from a teller’s cage 
in the Continental National Bank 
in New York last November. 

“And there’ll be no delay about 
extradition, either,” one of his cap- 
tors added as the party left the 
grounds. “We've already got your 
papers for you, so we're going back 
to San Antonio tonight.” 

While he was being booked at the

St. Clair County jail at Belleville, 
Morrow learned he was charged 
with taking the bonds into Texas 
last March, with selling them to the 
Commercial National Bank and 
with conspiracy. 

The arrest followed a search be- 
gun last month when Z. D. Bonner, 
former president of the Texas bank, 
John H. Cunningham, its attorn’;, 
and Harry N. Royster, wealthy avi- 
ation enthusiast, told a sensational 
story of having been forced to buy 
the bonds by three gangsters, 
armed with machine guns, whom 
Royster had met during a trip by 
air to New Orleans. 

Royster, charged in warrants 
with Cunningham and Bonner with 
conspiracy and receiving and con- 
cealing stolen bonds, declared he 
made the original contact with the 
gang when he met a notorious East 
St. Louis gangster in New Orleans. 
The gangster tried to sell the bonds 
to Bonner but failed because Bon- 
ner doubted their authenticity. 


Later, Royster said, Bonner found | 


them genuine, and Royster went to 
East St. Louis in his airplane to 
take the gangster back to San An- 
tonio, along with two friends of the 
gunman. The three, Royster said, 
posed as musicians, but in their in- 
strument cases, instead of banjos 


and saxophones, they carried ma-'| 


chine guns. 

Bonner, Cunningham and Roy- 
ster told Texas Rangers that they 
were virtual prisoners of the gang- 
sters for a week until finally the 
bonds were purchased for $452,500. 
Discovery of the securities among 
the bank’s assets resulted in the 
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resignation of Bonner and placing) 
of the bank in the hands of a Fed- | 
eral conservator.

Frisch Believes 
In ‘Talking Shop’ 


RANKIE FRISCH, in his 
F short reign as manager of 

the Cardinals, has made a 
favorable impression on base- 
ball writers throughout the cir- 
cuit. Frank ‘is courteous, al- 
ways accessible and he’ll gladly 


sit down with you at any time 
and talk about his team and 


baseball. 
“One of the troubles with 
baseball today,” he says, “is 


that players don’t talk enough 
baseball. In the old days the

Up Goes the Barrier. 
When Frisch was appointed man- 
ager the friendship naturally was 
broken up. A player could not as- 
sociate with his manager. Other 
players would shun him, call him 
“teacher's pet” and many other 
things. And without a word being 
said, a barrier arose between the 
two former cronies. 
That barrier became more insur- 
mountable during the road cam- 
paign which closed in Chicago Mon- 
day. During a game at Pittsburgh, 
George Watkins was on third base 
when a short fly was hit to Lind- 
strom in short center. Wilson, 
coaching on the third base line, held 
Watkins on third and, when the 
inning ended, Frisch wanted to 
know why Watkins hadn’t tried to 
score. Wilson explained that he 
didn’t think George had a chance. 
“I want men on my team who 
will take chances,” Frisch snapped 
back. 
“But he would have been thrown 
out,” Wilson insisted. 
“That’s all right,” Frisch retort- 
ed, epitomizing his baseball policy, 
“make ’em throw us out. That's 
the kind of baseball I want.” 
And the next inning Wilson “ex- 
coach,” was on the bench, and 
Ethan Allen was sent out to @o the 
coaching.

Frisch, of course, grew up in the 
hardest school that the modern 
game has known—the McGraw 
classroom. While he was at one 
of his first training camps he 
sprained an ankle and the next day 
the ankle was swollen to twice its 
size. He was hobbling around with 
a cane, that is, whenever he had to 
move from one seat to another, 
when McGraw noticed him about 
the second day after the injury. 


“You'll never get that ankle bet- 
ter that way, young man,” McGraw 
told the young college boy. “Get 
on a uniform and get some exer- 
cise. Put some tape around the 
ankle and work out that stiffness.” 
So Frisch put on a uniform and 
hobbled out on the field. The next 
day he was still hobbling and, in 
his opinion, he was s@arcely ready 
for convalescent camp. But Mce- 
Graw needed a pinch hifter before 
the game was over and called on 
Frisch. Frankie hobbled to the 
plate, whacked out a dandy two- 
base single and he was “in there” 
regularly after that. 


Perhaps that is why ‘Frisch the 
manager, half joking and half in 
earnest, is inclined to ridicule play- 
ers for staying out of the lineup 
because of injuries. 


“What is this game coming to?” 
is a favorite Frisch expression when 
a man bobs up with a sprained an- 
kle or a kink in his back or a 
“subluxation of the seventh cervical 
vertebra.” 


Frisch undoubtedly will have to 
make several changes in the per- 
sonnel of his squad before next 
season.

Defense of Stimulants. 


ANY ov. :ers of race horses 
M amit and defend the use of 
stimulants on their horses. They 
maintain that if the drug helps 
the horse run faster, it’s OK, pro- 
vided it does the horse no harm. 

The administration of whisky is 
a common practice. Champagne 
has been used. In trotting races 
it frequently is used in the second 
or third heats to drive away that 
tired feeling. 

The running horse operators 
contend that if they have a “hop 
horse” there can be no complaint 
as to stimulating him provided 
that each time he goes to the 
post, he gets the stimulant. It is 
regularity of performance that 
race tracks and the public insist 
upon and “dopers” contend that 
consistency will be subserved by 
giving the horse his shot each 
time he goes to the post. 

It is in FAILING to give a hop 
horse his stimulant that the own- 
er commits an offense, they say. 
For then the horse does not run 
to his “hop” form. 


Looking for a ‘‘Price.” 


HERE is, however, too great 
fy temptation to run the horse 
irregularly and wreck his betting 
price, so that he can be put over 
big some day when the hop is 
in. Few owners have been able 
to resist the temptation to fudge. 

The real cheating on the turf 
is in the administration of drugs 
to PREVENT a horse from run- 
ming. That is an obvious effort 
to defraud. The owner of a horse 
with a chance to win the race, en- 
tering into an agreement to have 
another horse win at a longer 
price, might drug his racer so as 
to dull his speed. That is easier 
and less dangerous than pulling 
a horse or riding him all over the 
track. 

“Pulling” a horse.is almost ob- 
solete because of the chance of 
detection. If the horse is doped

UP AS COLLATERAL 


So, When Debt in East Was 
Not Paid, Barnes Was 
Not Able to Use Them as 
He Had Intended. : 


The Barnes-Cohen group, which 
borrowed $800,000 from the Mis- 
souri State Life Insurance Co. last 
December to buy the Kentucky 
Home Life Insurance Co., also bor- 
rowed heavily from New York 
banks in connection with the same 
transaction. 

This was disclosed by State In- 
surance Superintendent O’Malley, 


who.informed a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the New York borrow- 
ings stood in the way of full con- 
summation of the plan of the 
Barnes-Cohen group to consolidate 
control of Missouri State Life and 
place that control in the hands of 
trustees. ; 

At the head of the Barnes-Cohen 
group was Julius H. Barnes, chair- 
man of the board of Missouri State 
Life. Barnes and his associates 
owned a one-fourth interest in the 
Kentucky Home Life Insurance 
Ce. which in turn owned 29.5 per 
cent of the stock of Missouri State. 

Plan to Get Control 

The Barnes group sought full 
ownership of Kentucky Home Life 
so it could gain- control of the 
large block of Missouri State 
stock owned by it and include that 
stock in a trusteeship which was 
to have been established under the 
direction of the Missouri Insurance 
Superintendent, then Joseph B. 
Thompson. 

The loan by Mssouri State Life 
resulted in a loss of $500,000 being 
charged against its assets by of- 
ficial insurance examiners on ac- 
count of excess of the loan over 
market value of the collateral. It 
also caused the resignation from 
the board of directors of Federal 
Judge Charles I. Dawson of Louis- 
ville, who wrote to President. Nar- 
din that he regarded the loan as 
fllegal because it was made, in ef- 
fect, to the chairman of the com- 
pany’s own board. 

At the same time, for this deal 
and other purposes, Barnes and his 
associates borrowed $860,000 from 
the Continental Bank & Trust Co. 
of New York City. These large 
loans were made necessary by the 
high price they had to pay for 
Kentucky Home Life stock. The 
capital stock of the Kentucky com- 
pany was $1,000,000. Barnes and 
associates had put in $250,000 and 
A. M. Greenfield of Philadelphia 
had put in $750,000. . . 

$500,000 Profit Paid. 

When the Barnes group sought 
to buy out Greenfield they had to 
pay him a profit of around $500,000, 
or a total of more than $1,250,000. 
The $800,000 they borrowed from 


chase money. The collateral, as 
has been told, included stock ofthe 
Kentucky Home Life and two other 
-insurance companies. 

The majority of the Kentucky 
Home Life stock, or 52 per cent, it 
is learned, was hypothecated with 
the Continental Bank & Trust Co. 
of New York as collateral for the 
$860,000 borrowed there by various 
corporations controlled by Barnes 
and his associates. This New York 
loan was not paid and the Barnes 
group failed to get unrestricted 
possession of the Kentucky Home 
Life stock.

The hearing on the propsal of 

the General American Life Insur- 


ance Co. to purchase the assets of 
the insolvent Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co., and assume its policy 
liabilities, was continued today in 
Circuit Judge Hamilton’s court. 

After the proposed purchase con- 
tract was filed in court yesterday 
a number of lawyers appeared rep- 
resenting clients who objected to 
the proposal, or, in some cases to 
immediate action on it. 

The General American Life In- 
surance Co., incorporated for $2,- 
000,000 by David M. Milton, Walter 
W. Head and others, proposes to 
pay all Missouri State matured 
policy claims, said to total about 
$3,000,000 and to assume other poli- 
cies, with certain reservations, and 
at the end of 15 years to pay $7.50 | 
for each $1000 of the Missouri 
State insurance then in force. 

Terms of the Deal. 

Present. stockholders of Missouri 
State Life would have to look to 
this final payment for any return 
of their investment. The contract 
contemplates a 50 per cent lien on 
cash surrender and loan values of 
policies, the lien to be reduced by 
earnings of the business, and, un- 
legs satisfied earlier from earnings, 
to be paid off in full from the 
proceeds of the final payment. Any

746. 

Reynolds was asked if his com- 
pany would consider making a bid 
for the Missouri State business. He 
said it would not, because there 
would be conflict betwgen the estab- 
lished agencies of the two compa- 
nies; he thought a new company 
which could take over the agency 
plan of the Missouri State could op- 
erate the business to better advan- 
tage. 

In reply to a question, Reynolds 
estimated the business of Missouri 
State Life had depreciated about 
$500,000 a week since it was placed 
in the hands of the Insurance Sup- 
‘erintendent. This was because of 
the inactive condition of the com- 
pany and the danger of conse- 
quent loss of agents and policy- 
holders. He thought the contract 
should be approved at once; that it 
would not be possible to get a bet- 
ter offer. 

Ross E. Moyer, assistant actuary 
of Missouri State Life, testified 
the company’s annual income from 
premiums was about $25,000,000 and 
that it had approximately $1,500,000 
cash on hand. This was brought 
out in answer to questions by Lon 
O. Hocker, attorney for the Lin- 
coln National Life Insurance Co., 
which has indicated it wished an 
opportunity to bid for Missouri 
State. 

Witnesses were cross-examined 
by Ernest A. Green and Arthur E. 
Simpson, each representing a num- 
ber of policyholders. 

In the supplemental report on the 
company’s condition, filed by Su- 
perintendent O’Malley, the com- 
pany’s assets were valued at $115,- 
961,174, approximately $7,000,000 
less than the valuation in the offi- 
cial examiners’ report as of June 
30, filed at the time of the insolv- 
ency suit. According to the supple- 
mental report, assets were less than 
liabilities by $29,000,000. 

Edward W. Foristel, representing 
the American General Life Insur- 
ance Co., urged prompt action on 
the contract, stating that they 
could not keep the offer open after 
today.

The German Christians have been 
predominant since last July’s elec- 
tion in which they won a sweeping 
victory. 

Opposition Delegates Withdraw. 

Shouts of “concentration camp; 
get out; treason,” arose as Nation- 
ai Socialist pastors smothered im- 
passioned’ remonstrances of the op- 
position during the debate. The 75 
members of the opposition left the 
hall after the Rev. Mr. Koch, su- 
perintendent of the Westphalian 
district, had ineffectively protested: 

“It is obvious brotherly co-oper- 
ation is not wanted here, but only 
the ruthless use of force. The meth- 
ods of the world are being carried 
into the church.” 

The meeting was opened by Dr. 
Friedrich Werner, member of the 
Supreme Evangelical Council, with 
an announcement that the Synod 
system has been abandoned. 

“This is the German Christians’

last synod,” he announced. “In the 
church of Martin Luther there is 
no such thing as parliamentarian- 
ism.” 

“Gospel of Blood and Race.”

They ex- 
pressed the view the Governments 
there probably would regard the 
church as a political instrument. 

Sweeping powers for the new 
Bishops was indicated by a Na- 
tional Socialist pastor, Herr Peter, 
in answering objections by the op- 
position’ that the motion did not de- 
fine the Bishops’ powers. 

“We want not a titular head, but 
real Bishops with authority,” said 
Peter. “We want no canonical law 
because our church shall exist not 
alongside, but in, the third Reich.” 

It was recalled that. the recent 
concordat between the Vatican and 
the Reich made the appointment of 
Catholic Bishops contingent on the 
approval of the Government. 

Threat of Concentration Camps. 

Bishop Mueller warned that mem- 
bers of the opposition “spreading 
calumny abroad that the German 
Government is violating the church” 
will be put in concentration camps. 

“Foreign countries,’ Bishop Muel- 
ler said, “ought to see that a free 
church is being created by free 
will, and that it will not be a state

Farmers will sell their milk 
through regional pools, which will 
divide the profits among partici- 
pants according to the amount of 
thilk each deliyers. 

The national board, which will be 
in charge, will be responsible not 
only for marketing and supply con- 
tracts, but also will utilize surplus 
milk for cheese-making and the 
manufacturers of dry milk on a 
large scale.

ROOSEVELT GALL 
ON BANKS TO AD 
NRA WITH CREDIT 


Loans Are Essential to Re- 
covery, He Says in Mes- 
sage to National Conven- 
tion at Chicago.

Roosevelt told the bankers of the 


country yesterday he expects them 
to restore the flow of credit and 
enable industry and commerce to 
take the fullest advantage of the 
National Recovery Act. . 

“IT am confident you will work 
with me to meet the credit needs 
of industry and trade,”“he said in 
a message read before the annual 
convention of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association, attended by 5000 
bankers from over the nation. 

Two of the administration’s 
spokesmen, Eugene R. Black, Gov- 
ernor of the Federal Reserve Board 
and Jesse H. Jones, chairman of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, expressed in even stronger 
tones a demand that banks loosen 
credit. 

Black declared the Government 
had made provisions for the bank- 
ers to make credit more elastic, 
saying: “Now, it’s up to you to do 
_" 

“The Blue Eagle should be on the 
vault door as well as on the bank 
window,” Jones said. “The greatest 
obstacle to the NRA would be fail- 
ure of banks to extend available 
credit for every unit in our eco- 
nomic structure.” 

Roosevelt’s Message. 

The text of the message from 
President Roosevelt follows: 

“I welcome the opportunity to 
send a message to the members of 
the American Bankers’ Association, 
assembled in their fifty-ninth an- 
nual convention. I express my sin- 
cere appreciation of the co-opera- 
tion of many bankers in what we 
have accomplished thus far toward 
national recovery. We are counting 
heavily on your assistance as we 
forge ahead. 

“I know that events of the past 
half year have brought to all of 
us a keen sense of the important 
part which a banking system plays 
m our lives. Six months ago the 
first of the great obstacles which 
faced this administration was the 
lack of confidence in banks. The 
situation had become so_ serious 
that no other step could be taken 
until this difficulty had been met. 
There had been such a rush to 
turn bank deposits into currency 
or gold that even the _ soundest 
banks could not get enough cur- 
rency to meet demands. 

Banking Holiday Recalled. 

“The banks of the country co- 
operated immediately with the mea- 
sures which we found necessary 
to take. The banking holiday and 
the emergency banking act brought 
splendid results. Both bankers and 
depositors faced in good spirit the 
hardships which these measures en- 
tailed and by the end of March 
the major part of the banking fa- 
cilities of the country were operat- 
ing. Since that time steady prog- 
ress has been made in liquidating 
banks which could not be reorgan- 
ized or reopened and in rebuilding 
those which had not been weakened 
beyond repair. At the same time, 
we have been accomplishing the ob- 
jective we set for ourselves that 
losses of savings be kept at a 
minimum. 

“I do not mean to suggest that 
the task is finished. We have be- 
fore us continuing tasks for bank- 
ers, depositors and the Government 
in the development and main- 
tenance of the highest standards in 
bank organization and management. 
The work of your association will 
be important in supplementing 
what is accomplished by Govern- 
ment supervision. The need of your 
services is greater today than ever 
before.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—By con- 
trast to the hot dry weeks of mid- 
summer, too much rain fell in some 
sections east of the Rockies last 
week resulting in a generally un- 
favorable maturing period:for cot- 
ton, the Weather Bureau reported 
today. 

Despite the rain over wide locali- 
ties, continued dryness was report- 
ed unfavorable for plowing and 
fall planting in the lake region and 
the Northwest, although beneficial 
rain fell over the eastern and south- 
ern part of the Ohio valley.

The report said a constabulary, 
patrol led by Lieut. Juliof Barba- 
jeran encountered a band of out- 
laws headed by Mahamud Kawasan 
in the forest three kilometers from 
Camp Seit. 

In the fighting that followed, the 
message reported, both Lieut. Bar 
pajeran and Mahamud were killed, 
Six enlisted men and 11 Mohamme- 
dan warriors were also killed. Two 
constabulary Lieutenants and five 
men were wounded. 

Jolo, inhabited by the fierce Moro 
tribesmen, has been the scene of 
frequent clashes between the In« 
sular police and outlaws. 

Mohamud had been sought since 
Lieut. Vincent G. Alagar and a pa- 
trol of 13 of the Constabulary were 
ambushed by Moros last Oct. 9. Ma- 
hamud’s followers today used some 
of the weapons they captured from 
the police killed in that ambush. 

More than 60 persons, including 

some Moro women and children, 
have been killed in fighting between 
the constabulary and outlaws of 
Jolo las¢ fall. 
Iman Saccam, one of the leaders 
of the ambush, was recently con< 
victed of sedition, sentenced to six 
years’ imprisonment and heavily, 
fined. Fifteen of his followers were 
sentenced to four years each. Al} 
will be tried later for murder.

The Missouri State Life Scandal. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Post-Dispatch of Aug. 26 an- 
T nounced that the Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co. has been found to be in- 
solvent by the examiners of the insur- 
ance departments of several states and 
that the total impairment will reach over 
$27,000,000. 

It is also stated in this article that, ac- 
cording to Superintendent O’Malley, the 
present impaired condition of the com- 
pany has resulted from a long series of 
actions “stretching out over a period of 
years during which bad loans were made 
and assets of little value were put into 
the company’s portfolio.” The article also 
refers to “frightful” mismanagement of 
the company’s affairs in the past. 

Now if these statements of Mr. O’Mal- 
ley’s are true, the question must imme- 
diately be asked: What was the Missouri 
insurance Department doing during those 
years when the affairs of the company 
were thus frightfully mismanaged? Is it 
not the special business of the Missouri 
Insurance Department to watch over the 
condition of Missouri insurance com- 
panies? If the Post-Dispatch will investi- 
gate, it will find that the Missouri de- 


' partment has made examinations several 


times of this company during the last two 
or three years, but none of its reports, 
apparently, disclosed the true condition 
of the company. 

According to the company’s last annual 
report, Dec. 31, 1932, which was approved 
by the Missouri Insurance Department, 
the company was not impaired, but had 
e surplus of $1,245,342, besides an unim- 
paired capital stock of some $5,000,000, 
while the report of the previous year, 
1931, also approved by the Missouri In- 
surance Department, also shows a sur- 
plus more than $1,000,000. Over $1,000,- 
surplus by these reports, $27,- 
000,000 impairment according to the re- 
port made with the assistance of the out- 
side examiners! Surely, this is a scandal 
of tHe first magnitude, compared ~- ith 
which the International Life scandal of 
some years ago seems insignificant. For 
the impairment in the International Life, 
also found by outside examiners, w 
only about one-tenth of the present im- 
pairment of the Missouri State. 

If the company is now impaired $27,- 
000,000, and if this impairment was 
created by the mismanagement in the 
past, the Missouri Insurance Department 
should have known it-long before this 
and should have protected the policy- 


‘holders by canceling the company’s li- 


cense before its impairment reached the 
present enormous figures. Must the poli- 
cyholders of Missouri insurance com- 
panies always wait until outside exam- 
Iners come in to enlighten them on the 
true condition of the cor ».anies with 
which they carry their insurance and give 
them such protection as may still be giv- 
en them?

Compared With Chicago, St. Louis Is 
Paris No. 2. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OU call Chicago one of the beautiful 
cities of the world. To see some of 
this beauty, one has but to ride down 
State street from Twelfth to Sixty-third 
streets, or down Halstead street or out 
Archer avenue. 

The unpainted, ramshackle frame 
buildings are anything but beautiful, not 
to mention the uncleaned streets. Out- 
side of the Loop, the lights are so ‘poor 
you can hardly see the street *

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GEN. JOHNSON ON UNIONISM. 

What Gen. Johnson had to say on Labor day at 
Chicago was immensely important because of the 
issue which has arisen with respect to organized 
labor under the Recovery Act and the necessity that 
the law be better understood. 

The Recovery Act assures the greatest measure of 
protection to organized labor in history. It was in- 
evitable that such a revolutionary measure would 
precipitate trouble. Had it not been so, the cen- 
turies would not have shunned it. Under its provi- 
sions, the employer must accord his employes the 
right to bargain collectively. If he attempts to dis- 
charge employes because they belong to a union, 
or to run a union organizer out of town, he may have 
his license revoked, he can be denied the right to 
sell his products across state lines. 

Gen. Johnson sticks to the law. The law says the 
workers “shall have the right to organize and bar- 
gain collectively through representatives of their own 
choosing, and shall be free from interference, re- 
straint or coercion of employers of labor or their 
agents in the designation of such representatives, 
or in self-organization, or in other concerted activ- 
ities for the purpose of collective bargaining or other 
mutual aid or protection.” 

Gen. Johnson said at Chicago: “The part of this 
administration is to execute the law faithfully as it 
came from Congress. The law establishes the right 
of workers to organize and to deal with their em- 
ployers through any representatives whom they may 
choose. Workers are not compelled to do this. They 
can deal with their employers individually if they 
choose. And whether they are organized or not, 
their interests will be protected as to maximum hours 
and minimum wages in every hearing under a code.” 

That is, the Government does not insist that labor 

be unionized. It does insist that labor has the right 
to organize, that when it does organize the employer 
must deal with its representatives. The employer is 
not to interfere with the worker’s right te join an 
organization if he or she chooses, nor is the union 
to interfere with the employer when he employs work- 
ers who do not wish to join the union. The com- 
pany union is excepted. It is not recognized by the 
Government. 
The Post-Dispatch said at the outset of the recov- 
ery movement that if the working people want to 
organize, the law gives them the opportunity to do 
so; but it expressly warned labor that the Govern- 
ment is not going to organize unions for the workers. 
We said then that labor must do this for itself; we 
repeat that now. If Gen. Johnson did not make this 
perfectly plain at Chicago, it cannot be made plain. 
We have not taken too seriously charges that the 
unions are interfering with non-union employment, 
though we realize that in perhaps many instances 
they are doing so. We regret it. We advise labor 
against it. We have taken much more seriously the 
certainty that employers who did not want to admit 
the unions would resort to coercion. Were we right 
about that? Here is what Gen. Johnson had to say 
at Chicago: 

Our correspondence shows many complaints of 
“forced union organization.” There is complaint 
of this from some employers, but for every one 
letter of this kind, there are 20 complaining of 
the discharging of employes because they have 
refused to join particular unions, that is to say, 
attempted employer coercion. Coercive measures 
on either side are wrong. It is as bad for an 
organization to tell workers that if they do not 
join a particular union they will get no rights as 
it is for employers to tell their men that if they 
do not join company uniors they will get no 


rights. Both statements misrepresent the law 
and take undue advantage of workers. 


How can we achieve that balance of power, without 
which there cannot be a greater diffusion of the 
national wealth among the masses, if labor is to be 
unorganized? We are quite aware that if labor had 
too much power it would abuse it, just as we are 
aware that employers have had too much power and 
have abused it. The Government has undertaken to 
see that there is no abuse upon either side; to make 
capital respect the rights of labor; to make labor 
respect the/rights of capital. If there has ever been 
in history a fairer proposal than that, we have never 
heard of it; if there is any other way out of the 
pit into which a mechanistic civilization has dropped 
us, we do not know what it is. 

To the employer who asserts that he does not 
want labor running his business, our reply is that 
the United States proposes to see that it doesn’t. To 
the employer who asserts that he does not want out- 
siders organizing his .workers, our reply is that no 
worker can truly represent the interests of labor 
before an employer upon whom he or she is dependent 
for bread. To the employer who asserts that he 
does not object to organization among his employes 
but does object to those employes being affiliated 
with a national organization, our reply is that no 
union can exert the economic pressure necessary to 
the attainment of a real collective bargaining if its 
organization is confined to a single plant. 

The working people have it within their power to 
save hoth themselves and their employers. Under 
the old system of complete power in the hands of 
the employers, the factories could not run, and the 
workers walked the streets. The employers had four 
years in which voluntarily to balance control be- 
tween themselves and the workers in such a way that 
there could be a fairer distribution of wealth and 
our great industrial machine could function. They 
did not do it. Now the Government is doing it 
for them. 

The workers belittle the greatest movement in 
human history when they use violence; when they 
set upon the unorganized; when they bomb the build- 
ing built with pon-union labor; when they hoot and 
jeer the non-conformist. They should not go beyond 
persuasion. They have the facts upon their side. | 
They have public opinion upon their side. They have 
the “Government upon thefr side. They have the 
terrible lesson of the depression upon their side. 
Time fights upon their side. 

Thrice armed is he whose cause is just. 
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THE POSTOFFICE DOES BETTER. 

Postal deficits ranging far into the millions have 
added to the high cost of government for a number 
of years. Since the profitable fiscal year of 1919, 
when good business and war rates produced a sur- 
plus, there has been an annual deficit, running in 
1932 to the record figure of $207,000,000. Now, how- 
ever, there are indications that this millstone is 
about to be lifted from the taxpayer’s neck. In the 
first two months of the new fiscal year, the loss 
has been less than $10,000, whereas at the same time 
last year, the deficit had passed $16,000,000. 

Efficient management in Mr. Farley’s department

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CUBA’S NEW REVOLUTION. 

The fresh outbreak in Cuba, in which the lower 

ranks of the military have deposed their officers and, 
joined by radical groups, have taken control of the 
Government, forcing the resignation of President De® 
Cespedes, seems to have originated in the police 
and armed forces’ dissatisfaction over threatened re- 
ductions in pay and personnel. If this is the case, 
then De Cespedes committed a strategical error, 
which the career of his deposed predecessor, Gerardo 
Machado, might have helped him to avoid. For 
Machado kept himself in power, until the final re- 
volt last month against his brutal regime, by gen- 
erous treatment of those forces. Necessary as econ- 
omies may be in this field, De Cespedes would 
have been more discreet to postpone them until lib- 
eral government was more firmly established in 
Cuba, to keep the military support with which he 
took ‘office. 
The radicals who head the new ruling group are 
impatient for immediate and sweeping reforms, dis- 
inclined to wait for the gradual changes to which De 
Cespedes was committed. Yet the retiring provisional 
President had taken steps which Ambassador Welles, 
whose mediation was a prelude to Machado’s down- 
fall, had criticised as too drastic. He had issued an 
edict declaring illegal all actions, save foreign obli- 
gations, contracted by the Machado Government in 
its second administration. He dissolved Congress, re- 
moved Machado appointees from the Supreme Court 
and declared void the constitutional changes made 
in the dictator’s regime. Yet these acts were not suf- 
ficiently revolutionary for the new dominant group, 
for they have a program of further sweeping reforms. 
Whatever the result, whether the new overturn 
means peace or war in Cuba, it is to be hoped that 
this country’s policy of avoiding military interven- 
tion will be maintained. The dispatch of American 
warships as a safeguard for our citizens in Cuba is 
sufficient. If Cuba cannot remain united after ex- 
pelling the tyrant, violence may be renewed there, 
but violence, perhaps to greater degree, would fol- 
low our landing of troops. If she can attain unity 
under wise leadership, Cuba has an opportunity to 
walk alone, and it cannot be improved by foreign 
interference.

NO SECRET SOCIETIES NEEDED. 

Down in Dallas, an over-anxious group of men 
has organized a secret society to work for the adop- 
tion of the recovery program in their community.

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WATER POWER VS. WATERWAYS. 

Senator Costigan of Colorado is the third Senate 
progressive to approve the St. Lawrence waterway 
treaty after a personal inspection of the power and 
navigation projects along the river’s course. In his 
indorsement, he follows Senator Norris of Nebraska 
and Senator Bone of Washington, both stanch pro- 
ponents of low-cost power. 

Announcing that he will work for ratification of 
the treaty when it goes before the Senate, Senator 
Costigan said that the American people owe a debt 
of gratitude to New York for the preservation of the 
St. Lawrence from private exploitation during the 
administrations of Governors Smith and Roosevelt. 
“Every section will benefit,” said Colorado’s senior 
Senator, “and the opposition of a few railroads and 
power companies, based on short-sighted, selfish in- 
terest, will not in my opinion avail to block the early 
ratification of the treaty.” 

This is what may be called one side of the ques- 
tion. The other side is that of the Middle Western 
water commerce backers, who insist that the terms 
of the treaty are such as virtually to ruin naviga- 
tion on the recently opened Great Lakes-to-the-Gulf 
waterway. The opposition centers in the diversion 
of water. Throughout the Mississippi Valley, organi- 
zations of various sorts are working against the 
treaty and a number of Middle Western Senators 
now stand pledged to vote “no” on it. 

Both low-cost power and low-cost transportation 
are highly desirable in American life and industry. 
It is unthinkable that in the long run something 
which will benefit the one will prove a backset to 
the other. The waterways enthusiasts have a right 
to guard their newly established waterway through 
the heart of the nation. Yet on the other hand, they 
cannot afford to overlook the views of public ser- 
vants of the character of Senators Norris and Cos- 
tigan. 

The St. Lawrence treaty was before the special 
session of Congress, but administration leaders wise- 
ly delayed consideration on. account of the urgency 
of the recovery program enactments. This means that 
it is certain to get to the floor of the coming regu- 
lar session which, under the recently adopted twen- 
tieth amendment, will convene in January. There 
should be some way of avoiding a conflict between 
those Senators interested in water power and those 
interested in navigation in the Mississippi Valley. 
Something should be done, before Congress meets, to 
get the facts to the people, so there can be an in- 
formed public opinion. 

Above all, the issue should not be allowed to resolve 
itself into a controversy between the Middle West and 
the Hast. Such a spectacle would reflect against both 
sections. We heed to remember, as the late Senator 
George F. Edmunds so forcefully informed the Senate 
in his time, that while members of the Senate are 
elected by the people of the several states, they be- 
come, when chosen, Senators of the whole United 
States.

A Survey of French Opinion 


Now that fears of Germany seem justified, French people are unexcited, writer finds; 
while public opinion is strongly anti-Nazi, Government seeks to prevent panic; 
visitor thinks France is less likely than any other country to go Fascist; in view of 
militarist neighbor, he upholds French refusal to reduce armaments at this time.

RENCH opinion seems to be hesitating 

and uncertain and, in view of what is 

going on in Germany, it is surprisingly 
calm. For years after the victory, French 
nerves were on edge and there was a con- 
stant dread of Germany—a fear that the 
Germans had not been sufficiently crushed 
and would one day take their revenge. Now 
that the fear has been justified and Ger- 
many has become a menace not only to 
France, but to European civilization, French 
nerves seem quite steady and there is no 
sign of excitement. 

Is this calmness the result of indifference 
or of failure to understand the gravity of 
the situation? That seems impossible, for 
everybody that one meets recognizes the 
reality of the German danger. The probable 
explanation is that, in face of a European 
situation as confused and uncertain as it is 
perilous, the French feel the necessity of 
keeping their heads and walking warily. 
Perhaps they are conscious, at any rate dim- 
ly, of the fact that the fate of Europe de- 
pends on France in the West and Russia in 
the East, and ultimately on co-operation be- 
tween them. Only such co-operation can 
prevent the European continent from being 
submerged by Fascism. 

One reason, no doubt, of the calmness of 
French opinion is that the powers that be in 
France now discourage any teridency toward 
panic. For some time past, there has been 
hardly any news in the French press about 
Nazi atrocities or even‘about what is going 
on generally in Germany, and there is reason 
to believe this silence is due to a hint from 
above. The French Government does not 
desire an anti-German press campaign at 
the moment, and it would not be difficult to 
stir one up. From all accounts, French opin- 
ion is intensely anti-Nazi, and therefore ne- 
cessarily anti-German, for nothing but Hit- 
lerism any longer counts in Germany.

Above all, the ease and rapidity with 
which Hitler got the complete mastery of 
Germany have inspired in France, as else- 
where, contempt for the German character. 
As a German refugee said to me three 
months ago, it took four years to make the 
Corriere della Sera Fascist and only three 
weeks to make the Berliner Tageblatt Nazi. 
It must be difficult for a Frenchman not to 
think that events in Germany have justified 
the view that most Germans understand 
nothing but force and attribute concessions 
to weakness. 

In 1929, if I am not mistaken, Prof. Foers- 
ter said in an article published in the Temps 
that. the evacuation of the Rhineland would 
be followed by an outburst of nationalist 
and militarist frenzy in Germany, which 
would become a danger to Europe. I was 
among his critics at the time, and I feel 
that I owe him an apology. The outburst 
began a few hours after the evacuation, and 
three months later, Hitler polled between 
6,000,000 and 7,000,000 votes in the German 
general election, whereas two years earlier 
in 1928, his poll had been only about 800,000. 

In spite of the talk about a Fascism of the 
left and of the Fascist tendencies of a hand- 
ful of French Socialists, no country in Eu- 
rope is at present less likely to go Fascist 
than France. The conditions in England 
seem to me more favorable to a Fascist 
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movement, and the political system in En- 
gland, where Parliament is reduced almost 
to impotence, is nearer Fascism than that of 
France, which is still a genuine parliamen- 
tary system and, on the whole, works well. 

Frarice is abandoning nationalism and is 
won over to the idea of international co-op- 
eration. The best proof of an international 
spirit is willingness to surrender national 
sovereignty, and the French people seem to 
be beginning, at any rate, to realize that 
without that surrender no effective inter- 
national co-operation is possible. 

France has proposed at Geneva perman- 
ent and drastic international tontro! of arm- 
aments, internationalization of the manu- 
facture of arms and suppression of their pri- 
vate manufacture, an international air force, 
abolition of national air forces and interna- 
tionalization of civil aviation. All these in- 
volve serious restriction of national 
sovereignty, and it is for that reason that 
they are opposed by certain other govern- 
ments, including the British.

France has become the most pacific na- 
tion in Europe. There would be strong op- 
position to any war for a purely national 
object, and a Government ordering a general 
mobilization for such a war would run a 
great risk. It might not, however, be diffi- 
cult to rally French opinion to international 
intervention to stem the tide of barbarism 
that threatens to sweep over Europe from 
Germany. It is probably for that reason 
that any anti-Nasi campaign in the press is 
officially discouraged. 

Most people I have met in France are con- 
vinced that, if the present regime in Ger- 
many lasts long enough, as there is every 
probability that it will, war will be forced 
on Europe when the rulers of Germany be- 
lieve themselves to be sufficiently strong. 
If England were ready to join with her 
army and her fleet in international action to 
avert the catastrophe, France would no 
doubt be equally ready, and the French Com- 
munists would be the first to rally to the 
call, but everybody in France knows there is 
no chance of that. There is strong feeling 
against France joining in ayy action with- 
out England, especially as the attitude of the 
British Government toward Nazi (Germany 
is felt to be equivocal. There is a suspicion 
in France that very influential quarters in 
England are favorable to Nazi Germany. 

In these. circumstances, the French can- 
not agtee to any immediate reduction of 
armaments, and, in my opinion, they would 
betray the cause of civilization and peace if 
they did. Before armaments can be re- 
duced, it must be ascertained whether effec- 
tive international contro] of armaments is 
possible.

in England will understand the necessity of 
a preliminary period for testing the efficacy 
of control.

The fate of Eu- 
rope cannot. be left to depend on the value 
of Hitler’s signature.

An enrollment of 95,025 \in public 
schools of the city was reported 
yesterday at the opening of the 
regular term.

High school enrollment increased 


954 over last year, elementary 
school school enrollment 728 and 
vocational schools decreased 722.

On Yale Faculty 40 Years, Ac- 
tive in Securing Labor 
Legislation.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 6— 
Prof. Henry Walcott Farnam, 79 
years old, prominent American po- 
litical economist, died late yester- 
day <after several weeks’ illness 
from pneumonia. He served on 
-the faculty of Yale University for 
40 years until 1918 when he became 
professor emeritus. Known as a 


pioneer in the Civil Service move-| | 4 


ment and an ardent advocate of 
prohibition, Prof. Farnam also won 
prominence during the World War 
‘when he refused appointment to a 
chair at the University of Berlin 
after the invasion of Belgium by 
Germany in 1914. 

He was the founder of the Amer- 
ican Association of Labor Legisla- 
tion and was president from 1907 
to 1909. During his connection 
with the organization, he led the 
fight for the passage of various 
labor laws, including the Phos- 
phorus Act, which is credited with 
saving the lives and health of many 
workers in match factories. 

Prof. Farnam was born in New 
Haven on Nov. 6, 1853. His father 
was president of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 

He joined the Yale faculty in 
1878 as a Latin tutor. 

In 1920 he was awarded a medal 

by the National Institute of Social 
Sciences for supervising and edit- 
ing. “contributions to American 
economic history.” He did this 
‘work while chairman of the de- 
partment of Economics and Sociol- 
ogy of the Carnegie Institute of 
Washington. He was also the au- 
thor of “Economic Utilization of 
History” and of several works in 
economics published in German, 
and edited John Koren’s “Economic 
Aspects of the Liquor Problem.” 
His latest work, undertaken for 
recreation and published in 1931, 
was a study of the economics in 
the writings of Shakespeare.

The Fit Is Rather Obscure. 
Obviously, the difficulty was in 
finding the fit in the hand. This 
is only in the spade suit, and I 
-must frankly state that in saying 


that seven spades should be 
reached, I have to go against a cer- 
tain principle, from which I never 
advise anybody to waver. I mean 
this—that actually there is not a 
sure fit in the spade suit for grand 
slam purposes. Unless that suit is 
split 3-3 in the enemies’ hands, a 
spade trick will be lost. Yet I do 
believe that seven spades should be 
bid, and that the South hand should 
deduce that there is no loser to be 
feared in spades, though we know 
that actually he is frightfully 
lucky to find the spades split, as 
they actually were, with such un- 
even distribution apparent in every 
other suit. This is a case where the 
cards themselves are kind—they 
carry you to the end of the rain- 
bow, because you intelligently mis- 
read each other’s spade holdings. 


Where Forcing Responses Are 
Proper and Necessary. 
North deals and passes. If you 
bid his hand a spade, it might make 
it easier to bid this hand to seven 
—but, of other hands, it will par- 
elyze North’s rebidding and re- 
sponses. North should pass. South 
bids a club, North gives the normal 
one-over-one in spades. Now South 
must force, for North will probably 
be seeking only an.opportunity to 
pass, lacking the ace and queen of 
his suit and being unable to have 
anything in the heart or club suits. 
Three hearts is South’s second bid. 
Since no fit has appeared yet, this 
suggests that South has something 
in spades, one high card at least. 
North responds  naturally—four 
diamonds. 
Why a Second Force Is Necessary. 
This is a rare ‘occasion when 
South must make a second jump 
bid. By bidding four diamonds in- 
stead of three spades or three no 
trumps, North has accepted the 
slam try. He has made a construc- 
tive response. In South’s position, 
I would read North for either six 
spades to the jack or five to the 
K J 9or K J 10, and also a dia- 
mond suit headed by A K Q, or 
‘A Q J, or A K J—the weaker, the 
longer. Actually, of course, North’s 
hand is definitely weaker than this, 
yet I consider his responses have 
been -absolutely correct, and not 
overbids at all. Remember, they 
gre still below the game level in 
a suit, and it is apparent from the 
start that this hand should not be 
played in no trumps, except possi- 
bly in a slam. 
A Jump Raise With Two Trumps. 


Getting a right result from a 
wrong inference, I think South 
should bid ffve spades over four 
diamonds—saying that he does not 
believe that there can be more 
than one lostr in this suit, though 
North has not rebid it. This would 
be the case if North had five to the 
K J or reasonable surely so if he 
had six to the jack, ten. Now 
North will also make a wrong but 
happy inference. He will play 
South for AQ xorAJx. That is, 
at most not more than one loser in 
Further, though realizing 
that the diamond tops are a dupli- 
cation, he will feel that his ability 
to ruff out either or both the open- 
er’s suits will more than offset the 
duplications in diamonds. Believing 
the adversaries to hold at most five 
trumps, he will expect to have no 
difficulty in both drawing trumps 
and also ruffing hearts and clubs 
once each, which is the most that 
should be necessary on this bid- 
ding. Nevertheless, that would not 
leave any trumps to spare. By vir- 
tue of his king of spades, he must 
bid six spades. 


The Grand Slam. 


South, hearing the six-spade bid, 
would now conclude that the spades 


was willing to bid six even when 
he knew he might have to do some 
ruffing and also draw the oppo- 
nents’ trumps. His bid of seven 
spades would therefore be almost 
automatic. Spades are 3-3, as I 
said, and so a lucky slam was bid 
and made by intelligent though ac- 
tually erroneous inferences. I would 
like you to compare this hand with 
that given two days ago, where a 
smal] slam was reached without a 
single forcing bid by a succession 
of constructive bids all in mini- 
mum terms.
